CHINESE QUIT 
TROUBLE ZONE 
NEAR PEIPING 


Peiping, China, July 9 (AP).—Of­ 
ficial Chinese-Japanese sportsmen 
announced 
today 
th at 
Chinese 
troops had completed evacuation of 
the trouble zone of Wanpinghsien, 
scene of a clash between Japanese 
and Chinese armies. 
The spokesmen said the Wan- 
pinghsien incident had been “suc­ 
cessfully localized” by the withdraw­ 
al and replacement of the troops by 
police. 
They added that partial 
evacuation of Japanese troops had 


been accomplished, despite sporadic 
shooting. 
A Japanese communique issued at 
Tientsin said Chinese troops had 
withdrawn across the Hunting river 
after five hours of negotiation and 
that the Japanese had dissolved 
their fighting formation. 
Sporadic fighting preceded and 
slowed the evacuation. 
Both the Japanese and the Chi­ 
nese suspected the other would fail 
to fulfill the terms of the mutual 
evacuation agreement, reached at 4 
o’clock this morning. 
Fighting broke out this morning 
and again early this afternoon in 
the western suburban area of this 
old dragon capital. 
(Tile trouble in the vicinity of ^ 
Wanpinghsien 
and 
the 
splendid 
marble bridge of Marco Polo west of 
Peiping began just before midnight 
Wednesday—the result of the prox­ 
imity of two good sized bodies of 
unfriendly troops. 
(The Japanese, who keep 7,000 
men in north China garrison under 
the Boxer treaty formulated at the 
turn of the century, contended Chi­ 
nese fired upon Japanese troops en­ 
gaged in a sham battle. 
The Ch­ 
inese said the Japanese, engaged in 
“war games," suddenly began to 
substitute real bullets for blanks. 
(That started the fighting. Both 
sides were digging in for “eventu­ 
alities” when the evacuation agree­ 
ment was concluded to put safe 
space between the forces) 
Chinese 
asserted 
the Japanese 
launched an attack on 200 Chinese 
police who were en route to the be­ 
sieged city of Wanpinghsien, a sub­ 
urb of Peiping, to take over the 
duties of the garrison from the 29th 
Chinese army. 
Oen. Sung Cheh-Yuan's troops, 
Chinese said, were Withdrawing, ac­ 
cording to the agreement reached 
here for ending the crisis.

— Sen­ 
ate opponents of the administration 
court bill sent lanky, thin-lipped 
Senator Wheeler (Democrat. Mon­ 
tana) to the firing line today to be­ 
gin their attack 
The Montanan. Progressive candi­

Administration forces, claiming a 
slight margin over a majority, e x -j 
pressed concern over the announce­ 
ment that Senator Norris (Inde- J 
pendant, Nebraska) would be absent! 
for the remainder of the session be- j 
cause of ill health. They had been 
counting on his vote. 
The court battle, hailed as one of I 
the greatest debates of th© genera­ 
tion, was attracting huge crowds to 
the Senate galleries for the first 
time since Huey Long died. 
One of the hottest exchanges tied 
up the debate for more than an hour 
Thursday, as leaders of both sides 
pulled out their parliamentary tricks 
and hinted of more to come. 
Administration forces obtained a 
ruling from President Pro Tempore 
Pittman (Democrat. Nevada) that a 
‘ day” under Senate rules means a 
‘‘legislative day.** 
Its significance was that no sena­ 
tor, under a strict interpretation of 
the rules, can speak more than twice i 
a day on a single subject. 
By recessing instead of adjourning I 
after each session, the Senate is ac­ 
tually running the entire debate 
into a single ‘‘legislative day.” It is 
still July 6 chi the Senate calendar.
